Tflii events of jhe past year have adversely affected the 
Society, as was inevitable. The influx of new members 
has been cheeked, and Stun* of those who have hec-p 
fisembtirfi r&i' a considerable numher of year* have been 
compelled to tender their resignations During the year 
twelve new members have been elected, and ojie newr 
Subscriber has been enrolled. Against this the deaths 
of four and din resignations of 2Q members have to bn 
recorded. The Council have decirtiid to allow the names 
ol those whose resignations Me due to the war to remain 
upon tlte roll, And to send thorn copies of the quarterly 
pEi ls of Fnft- /„ eiv us uAual during the current year, in the 
hope that they may resume their subscriptions in to: (5, 
The Council bays carefully revised the list of nrem tiers 
and Subscriber^ and have faund st necessary' to strike off 
the names of several members whose subscriptions uwro 
three or more years in CTTCar. The total number now- 
stands at 433, as against a year ago. 

The amount received ]n subscriptions during the year 
19:4, includEng two life subscriptions of jf? Js. <jd, each, 
amounted to a 4 14 nos. ort.as compared with ^451 jjs, od. 
it! 1913. 

I rt these cTrcumSitances economy h essential, ard the 
Council have accordingly decided stigfulj to reduce tilt 
size of the quarterly parts uT Fotk-Lore, and hope to do so 
without materially diminishing the 1 value of their contents.

Tile Council have had under consideration irhetEier it 
might not be deferable to ho id fewer meetings -during the 
current Session, hut hive come to the conclusion that they 
would; be justified in proceed i n g n$ usual. As the meetings 
in November ar.d December were thinly attended, they 
hope that the members at future meetings will Support 
them in their enterprise, 

the Council would be especially glad if members or 
friends of the Society having folklore objects of interest to 
exhibit would communicate with the Secretary, Mr. H.V. 
ft put h, who kindly undertook Lo act a? convener of the 
exhibits and Museum Committee Last year, is now serving 
with His Majesty's forces, and the Courjei] hope some 
qualified member may be found to fill his place. A circular 
letter was issued a year ago. requesting members possessing 
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foildcinc specimen* available Fur Study to furnish th& 
Secretary with particulars. This has produced a response 
from one of the members, to whom the Council much 
mdebted. 

On, Thursday, the j+th May, the Oxford Anthropological 
Society held a meeting at Oxford, to which members of 
the Fo | If . Lore Society and of the Royal Anthropological 
institute were invited. The visitors were afforded am 
opportunity of .seeing I he PitC-Rlvers Museum, and after- 
wards Imd ti e privilege of listening to a most interesting 
paper by Professor Gilbert G- M.ntay, a member of the 
Society, on <: Folk lnflutTiCc ?n Early Greek Literature" 
The imeiriEier-j of tfie Society who availed themselves of 
this opportunity of visiting Oxford vver-e richly re warded 
for their pains, 

Several additions have been made to the Society':-;, 
Library during the year, piirth-iHiird of which have been 
duly n uteri in the pagG5 of Ftli-L&re , 

Ur G aster and Mr. Lougwoith. Domes uern again 
deputed 10 .iVr'iid tlte tneetiug of the Congress of Archae- 
ological Societies as representatives :T the Society . and 
the President, Mr- R S- Hart land, Pr. W. K, K Rivers, 
Sir E. hu TJiuril, Mr. H. Bal Tour, Dr. Haddtm, and several 
other members represented the Society at the meeting 
of the British Association in Australia during August. 

Other members were present by invitation uf tire French 
Association for the Advancement of the Science at its 
Congi rs.-i at Havm in July, 

The twenty-fifth volume of Ftfx-Lor? lias been issued 
during the year, and the Council arc once more indebted 

to Mr. A- K- Wright for Lie compilation of the fndex- 

The Council regret to announce that owing to pressure of 
work Mr. Wright has been obliged to give up the Editor- 
ship of Fotk-Lare, and desire t£> place on record their keen 
appreciation of the VrGrfc lie basso nn^rndjiingly duels on 
behalf uf the Society. Mr. Wrights place has been taken 
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by Mr. W, Crnoke, to wham the thanks of Lite Society are 
due for so kindly stepping into the breach, 

The additional volumes for 1912 and 1913 have also 
hi c c ; 1 is&ged during the year. The Handbook of FoikltUr 
by Miss C, 'S- Bunte, which the Council eventually decided 
should be the additional volume for E 9 i J 4 appeajed early 
in August, and County Faikiore, VoL VII. (Fife, Clack’ 
[Viannan, and KliTtoss), collected by Mr- J- E. Simpkins., 
two months laics'- TJtc Council congratulate Miss Bums 
moit heartily on the completion of her labours, and have 
no hesitation in putting on record their belief that the 
Handbook will prove invaluable to students and collectors 
of Folklore, Mf- Simpkins also is, to be cosr.gratu I asccl 
upon the cofopletjon of a very nitc-rcsting volume, which 
has been issued as the Society''!; addition at publication 
for 1917. 

The Council have decided to isfi.ne Hr Gastflr's “Collect 
Tien of &umauian. Popular Tales a. ncJ Legends of Birds, 
Beasts, and InSfcetf ' (r selection bom winch be read at the 
meeting of the Society held on the [?th J nue’; r as the h 1 J u i 
tioiial volume for 19J 4. 

During the year the executors of the Late Mr. J. E- 
Hmslie presented to the Society six small note-books, 
three of which contained Mr. Emshe's MS. collections of 
folklore. These have been added to the Society's library, 
and the remaining three, containing original drawings of 
■antiquities and scenery chiefly 10 the Ciiy uf London and 
County of Middlesex, have bseo oNWcd to the London 
County Council, to be placed m their library. 

The Bibliography of Anthropology and Folklore dealing 
with the year [QOfi has not yet been completed. 

The work of the Brand Committee has made cun.sider- 
ahie progicss Since: the last report, and the Coitltin Ettee had 
hoped to be abk LG announce that the work of classifying 
ttlC material collected might begin in the early mouths of 
£913, but the general stress and strain occasioned by Ike 
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wir have Inevitably diverted the energies of many waiters 
info other channels ; And the collections, though very con- 
siderable, are therefore net yet sufficiently complete for 
.e-l *s.-.ificat io n. 

The chief additions to them since cu: last Report are 
the whole of the folklore notes included in the twenty 
volumes Of Bycgows. extracted under the direction of 
Miss Hartland, and t ti e calendar customs noted in the 
twenty-Caie volumes of the Slatisfic&f A&'-'W sf Hc&licmd, 
extracted by Miss l.egge. 

The Council have- pleasure in staling that their relations 
with Messrs. Sidgwicfe. and Jackson, Lhe Society's publishers, 
have continued to be of the most harmonious character, anti 
they sincerely hope that they may be able to retain the 
services of the. firm in the future. 

The Council have found that several volumes of the 
publications, of the 1 Society Included in the salvage stock 
are not starred in the list printed sra the last Prospectus. 
Copies of the Prospectus, -cun lit obtained Ort application 
from the Secretary, but members wishing to purchase at 
the reduced rate, cither on their own behalf or on behalf 
of their friends, should apply for further particulars to

War and Savagery. 

fi, YEAR ago, when we were met together, as notv, to lake 
periodic stock of our work, all seemed to be very well with 
the Society and with the world at targe ; the glass was 
steady and the sup shone; und, as honest reapers and 
harvesters arc wort: Co do. we celebrated our rites festively. 
Tliii year we are in no mood for festivity, and hardly in a 
mood tor any scientific occupation. Our [kirrightS sirs fixed 
upon the War. tl would be empty to pfetend to ourselves 
that we care about anything else. Science, ;tfkr all, is but 
a function uT the Higher Life, ar.d the Higher Life itself is 
in jeopardy. 

Hence I have not sought to avoid the suhjcct of war, but 
rather propose to make it my rhief theme to-night. On 
the other hand* it behoves lls to remember that l deuce 
alms, at n rigid impact tallty of view. It may not, imEcctl, 
be humanly possible to divest ourselves wholly of prejudice. 
But those who foregartief in due name of science must, at 
least, try to see things as they Lruly are, 'Jhus in the hour 
of greatest stress we may have recourse to science as to 
some anodyne, because [t teaches ljs to face facts and keep 
a cool bead. 

Moreover, it lies hey and OUr province to di&CUSS, at any 
ifite lh a direct way, the rights and wrongs of the present 
in Europe, Out peculiar concern IS not with 
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‘civjIkatLOfl," as we optimistical Ly call it. but with the 
opposite condition which Tor want of a better word goe.s by 
tlit name of rl SEvragery,'' Kow, as Sir Everard ijt. Thum 
Points out in the Address which 1 hart the pleasure of 
hearing him deliver a short while Ago in Australia, 1 it h 
unfortunate flat there ls no "ter m of less misleading 
suggestion ” ta provide & label tor tint form of human 
Culture which in broad contra si to our own we class 35 
rude or primitive. One is apt in spring of 11 savagery " 
to allow the implication of brutal Ferocity to slip in un. 
challenged, But such, a piece of quest jon^beggiug ls 
utterly unfair. Mo wonder that, by way of counterblast. 
Professor von Lusdian was moved to emit hi* famous 
paradox: “The only “ savages * in Africa arc certain 
white noon ! " 1 

Kor, A3 we al know. * savage " is by etymology nothing 
O’.liur than “silvaggic," a “forester 1 " or H wood lander" 
resembling those of whom Lucre bus Sling ;-
